me in thankſgiuivgto ioy: But the contempt & 
abuſe of theſe bleſſings mingleth ny toy with 
greife, and cauſeth Gods children for ſor- 
towe to mourne and lament, And this 
greiuing of Gods ſpirite in his children, ſhall 
Fathers of Children, and Maiſtezs of houſ- 
houldes ( though many others doe prei- 
ouſly offende)eſpeciully an ſwere for before 
God. The great bleſſinges ſeat of God, the 
lawes made by the Prince,the word preached 
by che Miniſters take ſmall effecte, and bringe 
foorth litle fruite : becauſe Parents and Mai- 
ters ſhew ſuch- examples of looſe libertie in 
themſelues, and throwe the raynes of licenti- 
ouſueſſe into the neckes of others,” They ro- 
member not the honorable calling, which 
they haue of the Lorde , that he hath placed 
A them 


To ( hriftianParents, 
them, as it were in his one roome , and 
giuetht hem his owne names that they might 
gouerne, teach, and direct others, to ho- 
nour and ſerue him, vpon whom their pre- 


heminence doeth wholy depende. But ( a+ 


las) they doe not their dutie in gouerninge, 


they apply not themſelues in reaching them 
that are committed to their charge : and 
therefore youth not gouerned nor taught, 
not praymg at home, can not pray, nor learne 
in the congregation. But as the deuiſes of men 
are ready to finde excuſes : fo ſeełke they vp 
figg e leaues in this , to couer their ſhame, 
Firſt they will ſay, We giue them meate and 
money for their worke: what ſhould we doe 
more? So doe you beitowe vpon your beaſts, 
in buying and feeding them: but your ſeruants 
are more precious in the eye ofthe Lord: and 
you are charged in the fourth commaunde- 
ment to ſee that they ſerue God. Some ſay, 
they fend them to the Church on the Sabboth, 
aud ſo aniwere that charge. But the Lorde 
commaundeth you your ſelues alſo to rehearſe 
his !awes to your children and houſhouldes 
Deut. C. . Ithey plead ignorance, it wilbe but 
a weake anfwere to the Lord. Some yy, they 
are aſhamed to teach and pray. with thũue 
houſholdes ;T ſiy, becauſeit is good, iey are 
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and godly Fanſbolders, 
ihamed, elſe, euery thing they are ready to 
performe with braſen browes in open places, 
Some faye, it is hypocryſie to perfourme 
their dutie: Let ſuch pray for new hearts, for 


iftheir owne conſciences condemne them of 


hypocrifie : God is greater then theyr conſci- 
ences. Some ſaye it will let and hindertheyr 
ſeruantes from worke, as Pharaoh obiected 
to Moſes. Exod. y . But our ſauiout anſwea- 
rethſuch in his anſwere to Martha. Lube 10. 
41. (This I ſpeake not to nurſe any in idle- 
neſſe: for ſuch ſhoulde not eate. 2. Theſ.z. 
me,) Some ſaye they ſhall bee ſcorned by 
worldlinges : If ye ſeeke to pleaſe men, you 
ue not the ſeruantes of Chriſt, Galat. 1. 10, 
Yet this was Chriſtes portion, & they are but 
ſynt ſouldiers that flee for a worde, for we 
muſt buckle with the Diuell hande to hande: 
who will not leaue vs till death, except by 
Apoſtaſie we yeelde him both bodyes and 
ſoules. Some doe ſaye , that they can not 
bringe the vnlearned in letters to this know - 
edge : but they doe not remember , that 
God gigeth knowledge of his myſteries, euen 
tothe ſimple that feare him, Pſalme. 25. 14. 
And in foure monethes ſpace ; I haue ſeene 
theſe principles and aunſweares, learned by 
Gentlemen, Yeomen, Horſkeepers, Shrep- 
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To Chriſtian Parents, 
heardes , Carters, Milkemaydes, Kitchin- 
boyes, & all in that houſhould(where theſe or 
ders were obſerued) excepte three or foure- 
whoſecapacitie was but meane and ſimple, and, 
yet the fimpleſt went not without ſome pro- 
fite. Some ſaye, youth are ſo ſtubborne, that 
they will abide no ſuch orderꝭ : I ſay, better is 
the roome of ſuch than their companye. For 
if admonitions appointed by the Lord, win 
them not, auoyde thera : and ſo ſhalt thou 
aoyde the infecting of the reſt of thy houſ- 
holde by them, ſo ſhalt thou make others to 
f eare, ſo ſhaltthou by making them aſhamed: 
of their ſinnes, driue them to repentance, 
and principally thou ſhalt auoide Gods iude- 
ment againſt thee and thy houſhould, If thou 
knoweſt that thou keepeſt an ignorant and ſu- 
perſtitious papiſt , a blaſphemous ſwearer, 
diſobedient ſubiect roGod, Prince and ruler, 
alicentions and looſe liucr, which gmeth his 
body to fighting, whoring, and ſtealing : and 
his tongue to quarelling , filthy ralking, and 
lying, and thou ſecke not to reforme him by 
the order of GOD: docit thou not make thy 
houſehis ſicwes, and thy ſelfe his baude? Re. 
moxe ſuch, leaſi God remoue thee. Is it writ 
in vaine, that the plague ſhall neuer goe from 
che houſe, whe: the wearer is2& that it ſhalbe 
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and godly Honfrolders, 
full of plagues? Willnoe the Lorde performe 
that, which hee hath ſpoken by the prophet 
Zachari,s.5.Thatchere ſhall remaine a plague 
in ſuch houſes, to conſume them with the 
timber and ſtones thereoi l would they would 
conſider, what G OD ſaid to Eli in the like 
caſe : thou honoureſt thy children aboue me, 
therefore I wil cut them & thee off. The com- 
fort hee had of his youthes in the ende, was 
this: the arke (the witneſſe of the Lords pre- 
ſence) was loſte, thirtie thouſand of the peo= 
ple ſlayne, his two ſonnes killed: thisliued hee 
to heare, and ſo in ſorrowe he fell back warde 
and brake his necke : then his daughter in 
lawe fell in trauel, and in trauell died: the rem- 
naunt of his houſe were gladde to crouch 
and begge fora ſmal peece of ſiluer, and a 
morſell of breade. If our Engbſhmen coulde 
beholde theſe plagues.the remoouing of Reli- 
gion to a people that ſhall bring foorth fruite 
of it, the taking awaye of our Queene, the 
wayling oftheir wiues, the murdering oftheir 
children, and the cutting of their owne 
chroates by ſtraungers, they would looke 
better about them, O Fathers of children 
and houſhouldes, if you would before hande 
arraygne your {clues before Gods iudgment 
leate, aud therefinde your ſelues indited

ready to bee condemned, for ſending your 
poſteritie to begge at ſtraurigersdooros: for 
ſpoyling your children of their lines : this 
realme,of religion, Queene,and peace: & that 
you ſhonld fee there your children , wines, 
Countrye, Churehe of G OD, and Queene 
accufigg you for murtherers, and traytoutes:
